To  aid  persona  in  tbeir  choice  of  location,  the  following  explanation  ot 
tha  reason  for  a  preference  for  the  West  over  the  East,  ia  quoted  from  ralia- 
able  authority: 

WEST  ENDS. 

Most  persons  think  that  the  reason  why  the  West  end  of  London  or  New 
York  ia  more  fashionable  than  the  East,  n  nothing  more  than  the  topograph- 
laal  figuration  of  the  Capital  Rut  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Paris  ha*  pro¬ 
ne  on  rod  thia  opinion  to  ba  a  deluuon,  aa  wo  learn  from  an  article  in  tha  Lon¬ 
don  A  than  mum 

In  tha  first  place,  it  appears  that  it  ia  not  only  at  London,  hot  at  Paris,  Vi¬ 
enna,  Berlin,  Turin,  St.  ratemburgh,  and  almost  every  other  capital  In'  Eu¬ 
rope — -at  Liege,  Coen,  Montpelier,  Toulouse,  and  several  other  large  towns— 
wherever,  in  fact,  there  are  not  great  local  obstacles — the  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitants  to  group  themselves  to  the  west  ia  almost  aa  strongly 
marked  as  in  the  “great  metropolis.”  In  the  teoood  place,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  ancient  towns,  the  asms  thing  may  be  noticed  ;  and  in  the  third  plaoo, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitate*  an  Increase  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  ceases,  bomea  spread  toward  the  west, 
Thia  laat  foot  may,  it  ti  stated,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  oitiee  and  towns  have  tbeir  beat  districts  in  the  west,  it  is 
pretty  dear  that  the  cense  of  it  must  be  some  general  law  entirely  diefinct 
from  "local  situation.  W  hat  ia  that  law  f  “It  arises  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure, "  answer*  tha  Academy  of  Science  “When  the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  and  penurious  emanation*  rapidly  evaporate  in  apace.  In  the 
oontrary  case  wa  see  that  smoke  and  pernioioua  vapors  remain  in  apartment* 
and  cm  the  surface  of  the  eoil.  Now,  every  one  know*  that  ot  all  wind*,  that 
which  oauaca  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  column  is  that  of  the 
seat,  and  that  which  lowers  the  moat  !■  the  west.  When  the  latter  blows,  it 
has  the  inconvenience  of  carrying  with  it  tb  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  gaace  which  It  meets  in  Its  passage  over  the  western  parts  It 
results  from  that  that  the  inhabitant*  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  have  to 
■appert  not  only  their  own  emoke  and  miasma,  hut  those  of  the  wester*  part 
of  the  town,  brought  to  them  by  the  weet  winds 

|<  “When,  on  the  oontrary, the  east  wind  blows,  it  purifies  the  sir  by  causing 
to  oaoend  the  pernioioua  emanations  which  it  cannot  drive  to  the  west. 
Omiseaaeetly,  the  inhabitant*  of  the  west  reoriv*  pure  air  from  whatever  part 
of  the  boriaon  h  may  arriva ;  and  it  may  be  added  that,  aa  the  west  winds 
are  those  which  moot  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pore  and  aa  it  arrives  from  the  ooontrv.

THUS  STORY  OF  A  POCKET  BOOK. 

A  lady  from  the  country,  vieiting  N«w 
York  a  few  work*  age.  wm  unfortunate. 
She  dropped  bar  pocket  book,  or  it  >  wa* 
taken  from  her. 

Some  boy*  on  the  corner  of  Cortland  and 
W«*t  street*,  were  seen  to  be  deep  in  the 
exploration  of  *  red  pocket  book  which 
wa*  broagbt  to  the  attention  of  the  lady. 
She  rerorned  to  Had  no  hoy*,  hut  a  police¬ 
man  who«xpre**ed  himself  very  dubiously 
in  regard  to  it*  probable  recovery.  Ano¬ 
ther  policeman  however,  who  came  up,  wa* 
more  hopeful  and  told  the  lady  that  if  *he 
would  meet  him  the  next  morning  at  a  sta¬ 
ted  time,  he  theught  he  would  have  the 
money. 

The  next  morui  ig  in  company  with  e 
gentlemen,  she  went  to  New  York.  The 
policuiuan  said  the  money  was  secured  and 
lour  boy*  with  it,  and  immediately  led  the 
way  to  Police  Station,  No.  27. 

The  officer  in  charge,  alter  putting  men; 
queelion*  to  the  lady,  but  in  a  very  civil 
manner,  produced  the  lost  property.  The 
money  which  had  been  divided  among 
the  four  boy*  we*  ell  recovered.  At  this 
stage  of  the  proceeding*  it  was  thought 
^lat  the  money  we*  to  he  delivered  to  the 
owner,  and  she  permitted  to  depart  in 
peace,  but  no,  the  eurolope  containing  the 
ie,  was  handed  to  a  policeman  who 
started  with  it  and  hi*  prisoners,  to  the 
Tombs,  the  lady  by  direction  of  the  presi¬ 
ding  officer;  following. 

The  case  wa*  speedily  brought  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  Judge,  who  with  very  little 
investigation  turned  it  orer  to  a  clerk-  who 
kept  the  lady  standing  for  an  hour,  whit* 
he  wa*  makiug  out  the  papers  upon  which 
the  boy*  were  to  be  committed  for  trial. — 
Her  uncertainty  a*  to  whether  the  pockrt- 
book  wa*  stolen  or  dropped,  seeming  to 
make  no  difference,  the  boys  were  commit¬ 
ted.  and  the  lady  directed  to  come  to  the 
city  and  testify  when  notified,  the  money 
being  retained— expense*  $1,40.  After  a 
week  or  ten  days  a  summons  came  from  the 
District  Attorney,  with  an  awful  penalty 
attached — this  was  a  Grand  Jury  affair,  and 
the  lady  responded. 

Much  to  her  comfort  end  consolation,  • 
person  In  attendance  said  the  case  might 
not  be  called  until  the  afternoon,  “but” 
•eld  he,  between  yon  and  T,  yon  know,  I 
might  get  it  called  earlier."  Thia  remark 
made  no  perceptible  impression  on  the 
rustics,  and  no  money  passed.  Fortunate¬ 
ly  without  hi*  aid,  there  was  no  great  de¬ 
lay  ;  the  testimony  which  occupied  five  min 
utes  was  taken  and  the  case  dismissed,  and 
probably  the  boys  were  discharged — ex¬ 
penses,  f  1.40. 

Borne  day*  later,  the  gentleman  inquired 
at  the  Tomba  for  the  pocket  book,  aad 
wa*  directed  to  Precise!  Station,  No.  87; 
oa  going  there,  he  was  told  to  go  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorney'*  office  in  the  Park.  A 
clerk  was  found,  who  after  hearing  the  sto¬ 
ry,  mid  the  place  to  inquire  was  up-stairs. 
Another  clerk  wm  found  who  heard  the 
•tory,  made  some  enquiry  and  observations 
and  turned  the  matter  over  to  another  who 
wa#  probably  the  chief  clerk.  He  referred 
to  his  books  and  said  there  was  no  record 
of  say  such  corn,  and  that  it  would  be  ne¬ 
cessary  to  go  to  Mr.  Johusoo, Clerk  of  Spe¬ 
cial  Sessions,  at  the  Tombs. 

Mr.  Johnson  was  engaged  with  the  Court 
and  could  not  be  seen.  A  policeman 
pointed  out  his  office  however,  and  here  a 
very  civil  and  obliging  yonog  man  was 
found,  who  said  be  would  step  in  and  tee 
Judge  K  ass  mi  re 

He  wsot  again-  _ _ 

oot  succeed,  as  there  were  only  twenty  or 
thirty  persons  in  sttoudanco  at  the  Court. 
He  came  back  aad  inquired  if  I  lived  in 
town.  I  mentioned  my  residence ;  be  said 
come  in  on  Monday  and  he  would  see  what 
eoald  be  done — expenses  70  cents. 

By  this  time  I  needed  relict  and  went 
home— for  what  with  Police  Stations,  Dis¬ 
trict  Attorneys,  Special  Sessions,  Judge 
Kammlre,  Dock  Commissioners,  Chsmlier 
of  Commerce  and  Board  of  Peculation,  I 
was  considerably  wearied. 

Monday  cams,  sod  at  half  past  tea,  I 
was  on  hsnd.  Mr  friend  of  Saturday  was 
in  his  office  snd  directed  me  t*  a  gentleman 
whs  waa  writing  at  a  desk,  to  whom  I  rela¬ 
ted  my  story.  He  heard  me  with  a  fair  de¬ 
gree  ot  patience,  looked  over  a  lew  paper? 
and  then  said  I  must  corns  on  the  next 
day  at  one  e'clack.
